JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates hence are to the 1st April. The London mail of the 
26th January arrived out on the 24th March. 

The attempt to form a Municipal Committee had again failed 
—the opposition coming (says the Herald) “from the very man 
from whom, of all others in the community (judging by his past 
invaluable services to it), we should have looked with the most 
perfect assurance for the heartiest and most consistent, as well 
as useful and intelligent aid—Mr. Von Brandt, the Prussian 
Consul.” This gentleman abjured the plan given in the last 
issue of the London and China Telegraph, unless it was conceded 
that one Prussian subject should always be placed on the Exe- 
cutive Committee. This proposition was rejected by the land- 
renters, who came to the determination, “That the resolutions 
arrived at by the last meeting should be adhered to ; and that 
the existing Sanitary Committee receive power to add to their 
number, and be requested to continue giving their services to 
the public as heretofore ; andit is further resolved that the Con- 
sular Board be respectfully requested to pay over to the said 
committee the 20 per cent. arising from ground-rent, and that 
they are empowered to keep the streets in repair, to drain the 
settlement, and remove obstructions from the streets.” 

It is quite clear (remarks our contemporary) that both these 
resolutions cannot be carried out, and we imagine that the 
latter, being the less troublesome to the public, will be the 
first essayed. If this should be found impracticable, as we 
imagine it will, there will then be the other resolution—to fol- 
low the scheme unanimously agreed upon at the last meeting 
—to fall back upon, The way to give practical effect to this 
is to get all the Consuls whoare willing to do so to invite their 
respective natioualities to return their delegates as agreed upon, 
who might then at once proced to work. If the Prussian 
Consul should decline to do this, and it not being done should 
refuse to hand over the Prussian proportion of the 20 per 
cent. returned by the Japanese, the Council would then have 
to work without the assistance of the Prussian delegates, 
with some decrease of anticipated funds, but yet, we conceive, 
deprived of but littlé of the ability of well working which 
might at any time been looked for. 

It was mentioned in our last number that a statement that 
the French Legation had been endeavouring to obtain a con- 
cession of the monopoly of the Silk trade, had been officially 
contradicted by the Consul-General. The Japan Herald gives 
the following as the result of its inquiries on the subject :— 

“Tt appears that on the 9th of December last, M. A. Bebic,

of Commerce of Lyons a letter, the chief purport of which may 
be thus rendered :— 

1t appears that the splendour of their establishments and the amplitude 
of means displayed by the great English and American firms, who, 80 to 
speak, monopolise the trade of China, is not 20 much the result of @ vain 
ostentation as of clever tactics to drive off competition. In the eyes of 
the natives, ax well as of the foreign community, the commercial credit 
is measured by the magnitude of the expenditure. It follows that, under 
uch difficult conditions of success, French merchants have been 
hitherto deterred from establishing themselves in that country. . . 
But when individual endeavours’ prove unavailing, association, conceived 
and carried out upon a large scale, would be certain of success. Too 
heavy to be bome by one single firm, the expenditure might be reduced 
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to inconsiderable proportions for the constituents of one vast establish- 
«French importers of silk might agree upon the selection 
of a number of agents, who instead of representing individual 

chasers would receive and execute the orders of the silk trade of 

nee. I am aware that such a scheme can receive no immediate 
realisation, but I atlach the greatest importance to its being thoroughly 
examined in your department, and I shall be happy to be informed of- 
ions which shall have sprung from a discussion thereon. 

“From tho above it appears that the French Minister sug- 
gests a scheme to reconcile what scems to be abnormal, viz., 
the disproportion between the quantity of China and Japan 
silks actually consumed by, and that directly imported into, 

nce. However, he ackuowledges his information upon the 
subject to be imperfect, and he urges upon a eompetent body, 
the Chamber of Commerce of Lyons, the necessity of studying 
the question and of reporting to him. If, as is likely 
to be the case, the merchants composing the Chamber of 
Commerce of Lyons be well informed, their answer to 
the Minister cavnot be doubtful. They will tell him that in 
China and in Japan silk is bought for eash, and that the 
importance of the business of any given firm depends, not 
on the luxury they display in the eyes of the natives, but on 
the amount of the capital placed at its disposal by its consti- 
tuents at home, The French commerce in China and in Japan 
is established upon the same principles as the English or 
American commerce, and it will increase by the same means 
—free-trade, the development of institutions, credit at home, 
and time. It scems to us that the rumour of the strange 
monopoly of the export of silk, which we referred to at com- 
mencement, may have been an craggeration of a well-known 
and open fact—the shipment made last year of a certain 
quantity of silk-worms’ eggs by the French Legation to the 
Society of Acclimatisation of Paris; that an erroneous inter- 
pretation of the above document has contributed to accred:t it, 
and that gossip has done the rest.”

HAKODADI. 


At a quarter to five in the afternoon of the 13th February 
the tranquillity of our community (writes a correspondent) was 
disturbed by the report of fire. This time the doomed building 
was the British Consulate. At first huge volumes of smoke 
were seen to ascend from the back premises, and then the 
flames broke out in such fury that, during the ten minutes 
that elapsed before any of the forcign community could reach 
the scene of disaster, the right wing, which is occupied by 
Mr. Euslic, H.B.M.’s Acting Consul, and situated upwards of 
seventy feet from the place where the fire originated, was in 
flames. No hopes of preserving tho building could bo at 
any monient entertained, and every effort was given to 
the saving of the archives. These efforts were successful, 
but all else fell a sacrifice to the flames, Every one now 
did his utmost to save tho adjoining Russian Consulate, but, 
owing to a strong westerly wind which prevailed during the 
first part of the conflagration, the flames spread with such 
astounding rapidity as to render all efforts qnite unavailing, 
The Russian Consul’s house and those of Dr. Zalesky, Captain 
Kostereff, and Mr. Tswilkoff were: entirely consumed. The 
three latter gentlemen succeeded in saving the greater part of 
their effects, ‘the members of the British Consulate, and Mr, 
Goskavitch, H.1.R.M.’s Consul, were not so fortunate, almost 
the whole of their property being totally destroyed. Mr. Act- 
ing British Consul Enslio has eudeavoured to collect both 
foreign and Japanese statements rezarding tho circumstances 
under which this fire took place. Mr, Goskavitch appears to 
hare been the only foreigner present during the earlier part of 
the conflagratiov.. When first seen by him it was raging in 
the court-yard verandah (Itussian side), 
of opinion that it originated in a room occxpied by one of 
Captain Vyse’s servants, All must sympathise with those 
who have suffered by this deplorable affair. Mv. Goskaviteh’s 
loss, however, claims a particular regret. That gentleman has 
not on'y lost all his personal property, but also an extremely 
valuable Japaucse and Chinese library, and a fine collection of 
shells, ferns, &e.

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CHINA. 
SIANGHAI. 

The P. and O, mail of Feb, 10 arrived out on the 31st 
March, and the French mail of Feb. 17 on the 5th April: 
The dates are now down to the morning of Sunday, the 9th 
April. Telegrams from London up to March 4 had been, re- 
ceived announcing the failure of Messrs. Fletcher and Co., and 
the depressed state of the tea and cotton markets. This 
caused very great depression throughout the settlement. The 
stoppage of Messrs, Lindsay and Co. is not recorded in the 
papers. Messrs. Wheelock and Co., auctioncers, stopped on 
the 6th April. : 

The British Consular Court has been occupied by two impor- 
tant cases, viz., the Queen v. Bayuton (resistance offered to the 
Customs’ authorities at Ningpo, and breach of treaty), in which 
the prisoner was on the first charge sentenced to six months? 
imprisonment, to date from the first day of his confinement ; 
but with respect to the second no additional penalty was in- 
dicted, in consideration of the five months’ compulsory deten- 
tion in Shanghai to which the prisoner had been subjected, 
over and above the aforesaid term of confinement ; and that of 
the Fire Dart v, the Emperor (collision), the decision in 
which was given in favour of the defendants, with costs. 
The Court held that the master of the Fire Durt was in fault 
in porting his helm to avoid the Emperor, and that ho should 
subsequently have stopped and reversed his engines, which he 
omitted to do. 

‘An inquiry has been held before John Markham, Exq., H.B.M.. 
Vice-Consul, into the circumstances attending the suicide of 
Daniel MacGregor, master mariner, captain of tho British ship 
Dunkeld. The evidence of the chief officer, the steward, and 
the third mate of the Dunkeld was taken. From the deposi- 
tions of these witnesses it appeared that the deceased was 
habitually a sober man, and that everything went on as usual 
until the arrival of the mail before last, when on receipt of 
his home letters he became unusually reserved, and seemed to 
have something weighing on his mind. On the 25th, at 8 Aa., 
he was found dead in his cabin, having committed suicide by 
firing a revolver through his head. The evidence of T. Barclay, 
Esq., M.D., was taken. He considered that the deceased in- 
flicted with his own hand the wound which caused his death, 
He must have inserted the muzzle of tho revolver into his 
mouth and fired it off. The finding of the Court was as fol- 
lows :— 

“The Court having weighed the foregoing evidence and viewed the 
body of the late Daniel McGregor, is of opinion that the deceased met 
with nis death from a gun-shot wound inflicted by his own hand while he- 
was in a state of temporary insanity.” 

The river has been under supervision since our last, and 
we are happy to say that the wreck of the General Meslin has 
been in a great measure removed. 
smashed, and the only difficulty that remains to be overcome 
lies in the large quantity of coal which is covered with mud, 
and is nearly as solid as rock. Now thatthe weather has be- 
come somewhat milder, Chinese divers have sct to work at it, 
and will after a few days clear away the last trace of the wreck, 

On the 28th and 29th of March, the steamers and sailing 
vessels chartered by the Imperial Goverument for the transport 
of troops to Fukien province, left the river, Colonel Kirkham 
accompanied the head-quarters as military adviser, and will, it 
is to bo hoped, organise a disciplined contingent, before the 
campaign in Fukien is opened. Indecd without foreign assist- 
ance the Imperialists will have no chance of making head 
against the efficient troops which the rebels possess, and which, 
under the active superintendence of efficient foreign officers, are 
every day becoming more perfect in European drill. The 
Chinese steamer Confucius is to be detached for service on the 
coast of Fukien. 

CARRIAGE ROAD TO WOOSUNG. 

A subscription list for the construction of a carriage-road to 
Woosung is being carried round to the different houses in 
Shanghai. 'There is little doubt that it will bo quickly filled, 
and that the residents, persuaded of the advuntages which 
Woosung presents as a summer sanitarium, will give their 
unanimous support to a project which will secure to them an 
easy mode of availing of that superfluous ozone which is 
now tie undisputed property of the few foreigners who 
live} at the mouth of the Wongpoo. At present tho 
only means of gaining a whiff of the sca breeze is to 
undertake a tedious trip in a house-boxt, or a still moro 
tedious ride along bridle-paths through the paddy-ficelds,- In 
the former case wind and tide must be consulted, and in the 
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latter fine weather is indispensable to the comfort and safety 
of the equestrian. A good" carriage road to Woosung would be 
a boon to every forciguer in Shanghai, for the rides and drives 
at present jfrequented are somewhat monotonous, and in wet 
weather occasionally impassable. Whether the railway scheme 
prove a success or not the road will certainly be eagerly availed 
of, Nor would one project interfere with the other, as the 
railway would be used principally for business purposes, and 
the road for pleasure. ‘Ihe direction in which the proposed 
new road should run is deserving of consideration. If carried 
along the river bank, it would be far longer than it need be if 
run straight across country via Kungwang. It would certainly 
be more picturesque, and (at high water) more pleasant, but 
the cost would exceed what need be expended if the more 
direct route were adopted. Besides the objection on the score of 
length, expense and necessary delay in the completion of such an 
undertaking, the inland route would be free from the annoyances 
which windy wea'her would cause on a road along the river bank. 
‘The drives which are taken now have this drawback, that they 
are generally objectless. But while Woosung would be brought 
within easy driving distance, everyone who undertook tho trip 
would either have ahouse to put up at, or might if he so 
pleased rest and refresh himself at the hotel which will no 
doubt soon be established. The design itself requires no re- 
commendation at our hands ; the mode of carrying it out need 
alone concern us, and for the reasons stated above 
we would give our verdict in favour of the inland route, as 
combining cheapness with utility. While speaking of the 
means of conveyance between Shanghai and Wovsung, we 
would refer to the railway scheme, which is at present under 
consideration in England. ‘The difficulties which attend the 
opening of a line of rail in England have no place in China, 
No Act of Parliament is required, and we are at a loss to dis- 
cover how, if the line passed through foreign property exclu- 
sively, the Chinese authorities could interfere to prevent its 
formation. If we are rightly infurtned, the left bauk of the 
Wongpoo for some distance inland is, from Shanghai to Woo- 
sung, almost altogether owned by foreigners, Assuming this to 
be the case, the river bank might, for want of better, be chosen 
as the railway route, while the military road sketched out by 
Colonel Gordon would prove in every respect superior as an 
ordinary carriage-road. 

The steamer Lancefeld, which lately arrived at Shanghai 
from Japan, has been purchased by Messrs. Russell and Co. 
(price not named), She is under charter to convey Imperial 
troops to Amoy. 

An inquest has been held on board the s.s, Annefte, on the 
body of the chief engineer, who died of suffocation owing to 
his having slept in a small cabin with a coal stove. C. 
Alabaster, Exq., Acting Vice-Consul, presided, and a verdict 
was returned in accordance with the facts above mentioned. 

Colonel Yonge, of H.M. 67th regiment, in the darkness of 
the night made a false step, and was precipitated into the 
channel of the river. The mud fortunately was soft, and a 
shaking was the ouly result, 

Tho Australian company of Mr. Lewis have brought their 
season to a close, Tho entertainments have been excessively 
varied, and were produced with much spirit. 

The Fychow Giant, who has been wuiting to settle a dis- 
pute with his showmen, is now on his way to England, and 
will shortly arrive in the Vanguard. Rumour says a dwarf 
of 30 inches high may accompany him. 


HANKOW, 

‘A duel has been fought at this port which recalls the days 
of Midshipman Easy. ‘I'wo foreigners of a class unfortunately 
too numerous in our scttlements in China, had a quarrel, which 
it was agreed to settle in the manner usual among gentlemen 
in the last century. Fowling-pieces were the weapons selected, 
the distance ten paces ; but the seconds with praiseworthy 
foresight substituted rags for bullets. Even under these favour- 
able circumstances one of the combatants had his eye knocked 
out, and was further unfortunate in attracting the notice of 
of H.B.M. Consul, who deported him from Hankow. 


RIU-RIANG. 

A landrenters’ meeting was held here on the 23rd March, 
We have now had a very large body of disorderly braves here, 
for nearly a weck, en route to the scene of the Mahomedan 
rebellion (wherever that may be). These soldiers commenced 
by taking away nearly the whole of our grand staud and racing 
stables, wooden and mat erections, They have since amused 





themselves by breaking the glass in our lamp posts, smashing 
windows, &., and they attompted to take away from 
the concession a cast-iron lamp-post in the middle of the day. 
Fortunately our police inspector came to the rescue and_saved 
it, We have escaped so far without any serious disturb- 
ance. Wehope these rufians willsoon leave. We cannot keep 
them out of the concession, as they have smashed our locks and 
bars to the gates. The gunboat Hardy is here, so that we 
feel there is some protection in case a row takes place. 
NINGPO. 

The correspondent of the Worth China Mail gives the follow- 
ing items:— . 

“On the evening of the 22nd March two coolics, carrying 9 
largo Ningpo basket, covered over at the top with some house- 
hold effects, were escorted as far as the new bridge of boats by 
a foreigner, who, after looking very carefully around, bade them 
proceed and return homewards. The Chinese officials send 
spies about in all sorts of costumes, and following divers avoca- 
tions, It was probably oue of these who, being in the employ 
of the Inland Custom-house, had watched the foregoing, and 
with excited suspicions followed the coolies before referred to 
as far as the house of one Mou Sheng, a Fub-kicn opium 
broker. Into this house they entered and deposited their load, 
which, on examination by the Custom-house official, was found 
to consist of, amongst other things, a chest of opium. Bribery 
was resorted to, but the official firmly withstood it and seized 
the smuggled drug. On the 23rd a circular, of which I sub- 
join a translation, was sent to all the foreign hongs here on the 
subject. It emanates from the Yan-yan-dziu-dzao-dja :— 

“The Inspectorate of Opium, Silk, and Tea issues a notifica- 
tion :— 





2nd moon, 26th day (23rd March). 

Yesterday evening a seizure was made of a large bamboo chest of 
opium marked with the Mou Sheng stamp. The owners of the chest are 
unknown. The head of the Yushun foreign hong with his compradore 
informed us of the fraud. The fine provided in these cases must certainly 
be imposed. 

“It will be observed that the head! of the Yushun’ hong 
(a name by-the-bye which does not figure in the latest edition 
of the China Directory) went to the yamun the same morning, 
together with his compradore, to vindicate the offence. ‘The 
merchants of Ningpo had agrecd to collect for H. E. the Taotai 
the inland duty on opium, for which they in turn were allowed 
the handsome commission of three taels per chest. They bound 
themselves, howover, to pay a fine of ono thousand tacls of 
Canton sycee, if at any time they should be caught evading 
or trying to evade this duty ; the opium was, furthermore, con- 
fiscated. It is stated in the enclosed circular that the old 
custom, namely, the fine just referred to, will be strictly en- 
forced, and merchants are requested to take warning thereby, 
But there is another point I have yet to notice. Sellers 
evading this inland tax are enabled to, and do som-times, 
render account-sales of opium to their constituents at a hisher 
rate than that ruling in the market. Of course their business 
increases jn consequence, and houses of longer standing and 
greater repectability, who are above such practices, are tho 
sufferers, It is only natural that opium merchants at Hong 
Kong and Shanghai should send their drug to those who 
usually render them the highest prices for it, little suspecting 
perhaps the system which enables them to do so.” 

Admiral Kuper left Tinghac on the 26th of March. During 
his stay at Ningpo he inspected the Anglo-Chinese contingent, 
and expressed himself gratified with their efficiency. 

Advices from Chinkeang, this riverine port, indicate the’great 
activity on the part of the local authorities in the work of 
clearing the Grand Canal, which had become choked during 
the rebel ocoupation of the province, A large through traffic 
is anticipated, so soon as the work is completed. 

W. H. Fittock, Esq., the Consul at this place, held an inquest 
on the Sth of April, on the body of George Henry Warland, a 
shipmaster, who was recently commander of the British 
schooner Pearl. It was proved in evidence that the unfortunate 
deceased had been a short time previously summarily dismissed. 
from his ship for misconduct, and, this preying heavily upon 
his mind, he put an end to his life by blowing out his brains, 
The jury returned a verdict of “ Temporary, Insanity,” and his 
remains were buried in the cemetery 

HONG KONG,

St. Paul’s Coilege was burglarously entered on the 9th April, 
between 6 and 7 o'clock, when all the inmates were at service. 
The time was too well chosen to have been the result of chance, 
and affords an illustration of the correct information obtained 
by thieves. A pain of glass was cut out, and an entrance 
effected through the door, whence the burglar proceeded 
upstairs, and having ransacked the rooms, was descending, 
when be met a covlie, who, instead of grappling with him, 
merely shouted for aid. The rascal ran for his life, andmanaged 
to escape with his booty, with the excoption of a dressing case 
which he dropped in bis hurry, Among the valuables stolen 
aro 30 dollars iu moncy and a watch ; nor bas, as yet, any clue 
been discovered at all likely to lead to the recovery of the pro- 
perty, or the detection of the thief.

His Excellency next read a despatch from the Seerctary of 
State for the Colonics, enclosing a letter from Mr, Cleverly, re- 
signing his post of Surveyor-General of Hong Kong, and apply- 
ing for a pension, Mr. Cleverly stated in his letter that his 
health had greatly suffered from the effects of the climate, and 
constaut exposure to the sun while fulfilling his arduous duties, 
which duties he stated had been faithfully performed ; he had 
received very inadequate assistance in carrying out the various 
enginecring works of the colony. In addition to this, he cn- 
closed certificates from three eminent medical gentlemen, certi- 
fying that his health was so much impared by climate and 
exposure, that he must not resume his duties in Hong Kong. 

Sir Hercules Robinson had received this despatch before 
caving, and had ecudorsed it with a note to the effect that he 
was of opinion that Mr, Cleverly was not entitled to any extra 
consideration, indeed, he was doubtful whether he could receive 
@ pension, as he had embarked in private practice. The Council 
ordered Mr. Cleverly’s natae to be put on the pension list. 

Mr. Whittall’s, protest against the “ Companies’ Ordinance” 
was then read to the Council ; it is as follows :— 


AGAINST THE LIMITED LIABILITY ORDINANCE. 
vith the powers conferred upon the members of the 
Legin! cil by the fifteenth rule of Council, I now protest on the 
following grounds against the re-introduction and enactment of the Ordi- 
nance fur the incorporation, regulation, and winding-up of trading com- 
panies and otier associations :— 

Ist. That the said ordinance having been negatived by a majority of 
the Council on the 2nd ultimo, its re-introduction on the 23rd idem was 
precluded by the twenty-fourth rule of Council. 

2nd. That the said ordinance was with unnecessary haste passed through 
asecond reading on the 23rd ultimo, in a manner opposed to the spirit 
of the rule of Council providing for the progress of ordinances. 

That the Hon, Mr. Chomley, the Hon. the Attorney-General, and 
e, reversed on the 23rd ultimo the votes recorded by 
1, not on account of any belief upon their parts that 
nce will benefit this colony, but, as they stated, because of 
their disinciation not to comply with the expressed wish of a portion of 
iss inhabitants that the principle of limited liability embodied in the said 
ordinance might become law. 

Ath, That the memorial in favour of the law of limited liability of 
shareholders in joiut-stock companies enacted by the said ordinance, laid 
befure his lency the Governor by the Hong Kong General Cham- 
der of Comaierce, was not signed by all of the most important members 
of that body, 80 i ‘fference of opinion on the subject in the 
chamber. out that the memorial to the same effect 
he Governor by the residents of 
individuals, of whom 110 are of Asiatic 
extraction, whereas the jury list comprises 553 names, of which not more 
than 19 are included in that category. These circumstances conclusively 
maintain, in my view, that the principle of limited liability is not univer- 
tally desired in Hong Kong. 
oth. That I believe the law of limited liability of shareholders in 
joint-stock companies enacted by the said ordinance, to be in no wise 
Tequired in this colony, aud to be calculated to injure instead of to 
Promote its commercial interests, Hong Kong neither produces nor 


























































manufactures, and by reason of the nature of its soil, and of its expen- 
sive conditions of life is never likely to do cither the one or the other; it 
is in fact no more than a mercantile depot. The advocates of the 
ordinance I am opposing do not even pretend it to have been enacted 
with a view to the development of any indus enterprises whatever ; 
the risk of being accused of begging the question, do 
in it to be umnecessary to demonstrate how non- 
1 are its provisions to the construction of any undertakings 
partaking of the nature of public works. I protest against the 
said ordinance, therefore, because the powers and privileges of limited 
liability which it confers upon this community can find no other 
outlet than the encouragement of unsound speculation on the basis of 
schemes, which cannot be, for the most part, better than illusory, inas- 
much as no legitimate scope for the combination of capital exists in this 
colony. That communities in this part of the world are not les ready 
than those elsewhere to plunge into reckless speculation, is a truth in 
evidence of which I adduce the occurrences which have taken place at 
Shanghi e the year 1859. Few will attempt to deny that since that 
date the legitimate commerce of that port has been at times hampered, 
and at times unduly inflated by the consequences of fallacious speculation 
in land, and other enterprises of an equally imaginative character, 1 pro~ 
t the ** Companies Ordnance ” because it can lead to no other 
results than the encouragement of speculation, as unhappy and disastrous 
as has for some years past prevailed in the North of China. 

6th. That having regard to the situation and commercial conditions of 
Hong Kong, it is to be assumed that companies which may be formed 
under the ordinance would not confine their operations within the limits of 
the colony, but would mainly depend for success upon the other channels 
of trade. “ The question must therefure arise as to whether the liability of 
shareholders would be limited in respect of transactions entered into by 
the companies through their branebes or agents at the open ports of 
China. If their liability should prove not to be limited in respect of 
szch transactions, then the objects of the ordinance will be frustrated ; 
but if the contrary should prove the case, then a wide door will be 
open for the perpetration of gigantic frauds by bubble companies 
upon native merchants in China utterly ignorant of the existence and 
effect of the ordinance, and out of reach of the means which it provides 
for ascertaining the financial condition of such companies. Those evil 
consequences are not ulikely to result looking a: the experience of 
limited liability in England; they would soon shake the large confidence 
which native merchants have hitherto reposed in our commercial integrity ; 
they would lead to interminable litigation in the mixed tribunals provided 
for the settlement of claims between the British and Chinese in the treaty 
ports, and possibly to diplomatic interference and embarrassinents. 

7th. That the privilege of limited liability might easily and expe- 
ditiously be conferred by special ordinances of the Colonial Legislature 
upon such companies as offer fair guarantees of respectibility and good 
faith; and the public of Hong Kong therefore may without the ordinance 
in question enjoy all the advantages which its advocates attribute to it and 
atthe same time be protected from such schemes as have in England 
brought discredit on the name of limited liability. 

‘These are the reasons which have prompted me to oppose the “ Com- 
panies Ordinance ;” and the same grounds induce me to protest against 
the putting of the said ordinance in force before its confirmation by the 
Home Government shall have been received in the colony. 

Hong Kong Ith March, 1865. 

Mr. Sutherland said that he did not see how Mr. Whittall 
could assert positively that those members of the Chamber of 
Commerce who had not signed the petition presented by that 
body, were opposed to the ordinance. It was not to say be- 
cause there were many persons who had not signed the petition 
of the mercantile community that those persons were neces- 
sarily opposed to limited liability being legalised here. Nearly 
all the large firms bad signed the petition in its favour, which 
showed that the mercantile community desired it. 

Mr. Rennie thought that no member had a right to reflect 
on the votes of other members, 

The Acting Governor said that the re-introduction of the 
measure was not during its discussion, and the reason it was 
re-introduced was to correct an error. There was no law in 
force in Shanghai having control over mercantile speculations, 
which showed bow much an ordinance of this kind, the object 
of which was to control them here, was to be desired. He 
understood that Mr. Whittall’s object was to have the protest 
read to the Council and then forwarded to the Home Govern- 
ment, 

The Chief Justice said that, with regard to his having 
changed his vote, he could only,say, as he bad before explained 
to the Council, that he had deferred to the opinion of the 
members of the Chamber of Commerce as a fair exponent of 
the ideas of the mercantile community on the matter. 

Mr. Whittall felt assured that if the community could be 
polled on the subject, it would be found that a very large pro- 
portion concurred in the opinions expressed in his protest. He 
held in his hand at that time a letter signed by some of the 
oldest firms in China thanking him for the steps he had taken 
in the matter. The protest was ordered to lic on the table. 

His Excellency in moving the second reading of the “Sup- 
plementary Estimates for 1864” ordinanco, said that the delay 
in their publication was occasioned by the Crown Agents’ returns 
up to the 31st of December having to be first obtained. It 
appeared that the estimated expenditure for 1864 was $620,000, 
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which sum was voted by the Council in July 1863, at which 
time the mint had not been determined on. The actual ex- 
penditure was found to have been $763,000, or $143,000 
over the amount estimated. 

His Excellency said that the treasurer's accounts had been 
received, and the revenue and expenditure for 1864 would be 
published. 

The Judge of Summary Jurisdiction said that with regard to 
the two ordinances which were read a first time at a former 
meeting of the Council,—the first “ Au Ordinance to consolidate 
the Ordinances relating to Criminal Procedure,”—the second 
“An Ordinance to consolidate the Ordinances relating to 
offences against the person,”—he thought they shouldbe treated 
in the same way as the Limited Liability Ordinance. 

The Chief Justice: How, protested against? (Laughter.) 

The Judge of Summary Jurisdiction: Ob dear no; I think 
they should be referred to 8 committee.—The Council agreed 
to this suggestion, and the Chief Justice, the Judge of Sum- 
mary Jurisdiction, and the Acting Colonial Secretary were 
elected to form the committee. An amended “ Neutrality 
Ordinance” was then read a first time, after which the Coun- 
cil adjourned sine die, 

Among the departures by the mail steamer leaving for 
England is that of Mr. S. B. Rawling, of the Royal Engineers’ 
Department. He has been seven years in the colony, during 
three of which his services have, by permission from the War- 
office, been given to the Colonial Government, in order that he 
might personally carry out the plans for supplying Hong 
Kong with water, for which work he had produced the most 
approved designs, During those years he has also established a 
very Jargo and over-incroasing private practice as architect and 
‘surveyor, and has beea immediately concerned in nearly all the 
extensive building improvements and works of public ultility 
in this colony. His departure wili be felt as a temporary loss 
in business circles, where he was constantly appealed to and 
universally trusted in matters requiring arbitration, We should 
hope, however, there is some likelihood of Mr. Rawling returning 
to his present sphere of usefulness ; nor will his absence for a 
year or two be quite a loss to the colony, as various important 
works and plans now on foot here will benefit by his personal 
attention to them in England, where we trust he will be 
warmly welcomed by all interested in the development of 
Hong Kong. 

Mr. John Lamont, whose name has so long been well known 
in connection with the Aberdeen Docks, also leaves for England 
by the present mail steamer. He is one of the oldest residents 
in the East ; and in the two fine dry granite docks at Aberdeen 
(8 miles from Victoria) he leaves behind him an enduring 
monument. 

A steamer called the Pootung has been taken by the Chinese 
authorities, and will probably be confiscated, her offence being 
that of furnishing firearms to the rebels. The port at 
which such cargoes are landed is Tongsang, and one or 
two vessels have cleared themselves by theso smuggling 
ventures, which are rather in favour at present among 
that class of ship captains who would rather smuggle 
than not. The Pootung left this port on the 19th March, 
with a cargo of sundries for Fuhchau, and was taken in the 
port of Amoy on the 25th on the charge of supplying the rebels. 
If we are rightly informed, the trade is rather better than 
blockade-running ; and ifthe Pootung has made a few success- 
ful ventures, the owners mayafford to let her go. It appears 
that she did not belong to Messrs, Jardine, Matheson and Co., 
by whom she was dispatched hence ; she had been the property 

-of Mr. Whittall, head-partner of that firm in Hong Kong, and 
by him sold to another firm here, but not transferred. 

Several changes occur in the civil service, and may be briefly 
noted as follows, Mr. Alexander is appointed a Provisional 
Member of the Executive and Legislative Councils; and Mr. 
Masson, who retains his own duties likewise, is now Acting 
Registrar of the Supreme Court. The Hon. H. J. Ball acts as 
Attorney-General during the absence of the Hon. Mr. Smale; 
‘and Mr, Whyte, while continuing his own duties as well, is to 
actas Judge of the Court of Summary Jurisdiction. In the 
place of Lieutenant Williams, R.E., Lieutenant Lyster, of the 
same corps, has been appointed resident civil engineer at 
Kowloong. Two changes fall to be made from Mr. Power's 
departure on leave, viz, Mr. Chagas acts as First Clerk in the 
Surveyor-General’s office, and Mr. Gerrard, of the Registrar- 
General's office, is appointed Marriage Registrar. 





SIAM. 

A gentleman who has been travelling in tho district of Kyouk 
Aung, on the Burman] frontiers, near the Three Pagodas, and 
adjoining the source of one of the tributariesto the Menam, 
thus describes the mineral wealth of that section of the 
country :— 

“I was fortunate enough to discover several deposits of rich 
ore of antimony, and iraced the existence of lead and sulphuret 
of copper. I ascertained that numerous sites of valuable 
metallic deposits are kuown to the Karens, who, until placed 
within the security of British protection, would not be induced 
to reveal their several localities.” 

The gold-fever, that periodical epidemic of this country, has 
again broken out, reports the Siam Times. To those who hereto- 
fore have been attacked with it, it has proved more fatal than the 
yellow fever, or Java. This is not said to discourage enterprise ; 
on the contrary we would be happy to see the mineral wealth 
of this country more fully developed than at present. Gold, 
copper, tin, antimony and plumbago, exist in great abundance ; 
but the mines can only be efficiently and securely worked by 
capitalists with proper machinery, and by Chinese, African, or 
Indian—not by European or American labourers. Of the 
various parties who at various times have set forth in search 
of the precious metal, the majority, we regret to say, have 
found but disease and death. Still, however, there is no in- 
surmountable reason why foreign prospectors may not set forth 
to the supposed gold bearing districts in the dry season. 
Should these be successful they could return to Bangkok and 
secure a license to mine in the district or locality discovered by 
them, and the government would grant such license under the 
termsof the Prussiantreaty. To carry on mining with safety, the 
jungle should be cleared forsome distance around the seat of opera- 
tions, and good houses built in which European overseers could 
reside in all seasons. To do all this would require a large capital ; 
but there is no doubt that if a good lead or vein be discovered the 
requisite capital would soon be forthcoming, and the successful 
prospector be enabled to acquire much more wealth in the end, 
and at much less risk to his health, than by attempting to 
work his discovery by his own or hired muscular strength 
privately. The same remarks apply to copper or tin 
mining. There is abundant capital at present in China, 
Singapore, and Siam, to invest in good mining specula- 
tions. If, therefore, any should be taken off into the in- 
terior by the gold fever at present! raging, [should {they be 
successful, their best plan will be to return to Bangkok im- 
mediately, and form a company for working their discovery. 
At the present moment, when merchants are seeking profit- 
able outlets for their money, a bona fide discoverer of a paying 
mine will have no difficulty in obtaining the means of working 
it, in the most scientific mode, without any great risk to life 
or health, 


STRAITS OF MALACCA. 


SINGAPORE. 
: Dates are to the 22nd April.) The London mail of the 
10th March arrived out on the 13th April. 

The present advices bring details of one of the most serious 
accidents that ever occurred in the settlement. Twenty-seven 
lives were lost by thelexplosion of the boiler of his Highness the 
Tumongong’s steam ship Gohore. The following is the account 
of the matter given by the Free Press :— 

For some days past preparations were being made on the 
above steamer to proceed round the Island of Singapore with 
the Governor and a party of gentlemen ; and on Saturday last 
(April 15) the fires were lighted for the purpose of proceeding 
into the Roads, to wait until Monday morning. Steam was got 
up and began to roar off from the safety valve about half past 
two, when an attempt was made to start the engines, It would 


| appear from all we have licard that there waa only one Euro- 


pean engineer on board ; and while in the act of attempting to 
start the engines they got hot and destroyed the vacuum in 
the condenser, which rendered it extremely difficult to get the 
engines togo round. This appears to have occupied theengineer’s 
sole attention for someconsiderable time, and various means seem 
to have been triedto cool the condenser andrestore thevacuum. At 
this time a boat was lowered, and the engineer of the Dock 
Company, Mr. Bain, was sent for ; and directly he got on board 
the explosion took place, hurling the unfortunate gentleman 
and the engineer of the steamer, Mr. Miller, on to the forward 
part of the port paddle-box, seriously injuring both. It is 
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more than probable that while the engineer was looking 
after the engines, the native firemen continued feeding the 
fires, and no attention having beon paid to the quantity of 
water in the boiler, there is every reason to believe that it was 
reduced, until the tubes which the flames pass through became 
bare. When the deficiency of water was discovered, the donkey- 
engine, wo presume, was set to work to pump cold water into 
the boiler, which coming in contact with the red-hot tubes would 
almost instantaneously create a mixture of steam and gas, 
which would increase the internal: pressure to such an extent 
‘as to cause the shell of the boiler to burst, as it did about half- 
pastthree in tho afternoon. It would appear that the after 
part of the boiler gave way first and was thrown into the sea. 
‘At the same moment the principal part of the same turned a 
half summersault towards the engines, turning the furnace 
doors towards the bottom of the ship; and the outer shell of 
the boiler seems to have parted at the bottom and stretched 
out like a piece of paper over the engines, breaking and 
damaging thein to a considerable extent, hurling the fuunel 
and steam chest at the same time on to the port 
paddle-box. The shell of the boiler lay stretched out 
with one end leaning partly on the port paddle-box, and 
the other end against the foremast, which we should guess: to 
be about 15 or 16 fect above the main deck. The whole of the 
multitubular tubes were displaced and scattered about the ship, 
with the exception of two, which still remained attached to 
the forward tube plate. All the internal stays of the boiler, 
which were about 12 in, square, were carried away in various 
ways; some pulled in two with an apparent straight tensional 
strain, others stripped their screws, and some gave way at 
their connection joints. Tais terrible destruction occupied the 
space perhaps of not more than a second of time. 

4 The following isa list of the persons killed by the acci- 
dent:— ' 

No. 1. Capt. Cleghorn, who was captain of the Dock Company's small 
tug-boat ; weat on board just before the accident took place, and appears 
to bave been on the bridge looking down into the engine-room below, 
when a portion of the boiler struck him on the left cheek, making a large 
hole in it, We have no idea how far the body was thrown into the air, 
‘or from the vessel, but it was not until the next forenoon that the divers 
found it in connection with a piece of the boiler in the middle of the 
‘stream, with his arms folded and his legs a little bent, just as if he never 
altered his position from the time he leant over the rail of the gang-way. 
@BNo. 2 John Young, the gunner, was found quite dead, jammed on the 
staircase a little ahead of the engine-room in an upright position, as 
though in the act of making a determined effort to extricate himself; the 
body was severely scalded. 

No. 8. Henry Sanders, the Dock Compant’s boiler-maker, who went 

‘on board to execute some kind of work ; the body was very much scalded 
from head to foot, but we have not been able to ascertain what part of the 
vessel he was found in. He was buried on Monday evening. 
And twenty natives. Messrs. Miller and Bain were afterwards 
added to the list of the dead. The Tumungong’s brother, Tunku 
Abdulrahioan, had a narrow escape. He was standing on deck 
on the starboard side nearly over the boiler, when the explosion 
took place, and was thrown down uninjured with the exception 
of a slight scratch on the wrist. He jumped up and sprung 
overboard and was picked up; several men who stood near him 
were killed. Two French doctors belonging to a ship lying close 
by came to the aid of the wounded men immediately, and re- 
mained there until assistance arrived from town. 

An eye-witness who was standing in the verandah of the 
house in the yard of the Dock Company heard a noise, and on 
looking towards the steamer, saw tle funnel suddenly jump out 
of its place into the air, followed by a shower of materials of 
every description, which went far above the height of the mast. 
On the builer being torn away from the sea cocks, water began 
toenter the hull of the vessel, and she was in consequence 
hauled up on the bank to keep her from sinking. The steamer 
was lying off the Patent Slip and Dock Company’s works. 

The feud between tho Tans has subsided, but to make up 
for the lull in that quarter, the quarrel between the Ghi Hoks 
and Hong Kahs, or Chinese Roman Catholics, which has been 
smouldering for some time, has again burst forth and the town 
is much disturbed in consequence. A strect fight occurred on 
the 11th of April between the latter factions, in which a 
member of cach was so severely wounded that they are since 
dead. On tho 16th a party of Ghi Hok men entered the 
plantation of some members of the Ghi Hin Kongsi on the 
Bukit Timah Road and murdered two of the latter, and | 
wounded one, in retaliation, we suppose, for the death of the | 
Ghi Hok man, A warrant has been issued for the arrest of 














four men who were identified by a brother of one of the deceased, 
as forming a part of the Land of murderers, heads of | 
the above secret societies have been appointed special con- 





stables by the Commissioner of Police, and are obliged to 
patrol the town with the regular police to maintain order. It 
is supposed that these gentlemen are getting heartily tired of 
the work, and are doing their best to restore peace amoug their 
refractory brethren, 

H.M’s, steamer Rifleman, Captain Ward, from North Danjer,. 
with dates to the 5th April, anchored in the Roads on the 14th, 
with her screw shaft broken. H.M.’s Perseus, from Malacca, 
with the Honourable the Resident Councillor and Mrs. Burn on 
board, arrived on the 17th April. On the same day H.M.s 
steamer “Adventure, Captain Waddilove, arrived from Point 
de Galle, with dates to the 8th April. H.M.’s steam-frigate 
Princess Royal, Captain W. Gore Jones, from Trincomalee, 
arrived on the 19th April, bearing the flag of Rear-Adwiral 
King. The Admiral came ashore about 6 P, 1, when a salute 
of fifteen guns was fired. 

Tho Spanish war steamer Jorge Juan, Captain Gonsales, 
arrived from Saigon on the 7th April to convey the Capitan 
General elect of the Philippines to Manila, His Exccllency 
embarked on the 11th under a salute_of seventeen guns. 

PENANG, 

On the 10th April the tenders for tho excise farms were 
opened by Mr. Earl,! acting for the Resident Councillor. For 
the opium farm there were two tenders, the highest, $6,550, 
offered by the present holder of the opium farm. For the 
spirit. farm only one tender was made, $4,350 ; for the toddy 
and bhang, farm there were five offers, the highest being $400. 
‘The successful tenders are the previous holders of the farms, 
so that there will be no change except a slightly increased rent. 
It was believed that a much higher rent {might have been 
obtained had the Government followed its former course of 
putting these farms up to auction, 

We have much pleasure (sys the Gazette) in noting the 
great improvements which have lately been’made in the roads 
in Province Wellesley under the able superintendence of Mr. 
Bennett, assisted by Mr. Baylis, In many places they contrast 
very favourably with our roads in Penang ; and already, owing 
to the great facilities for transit along the road leading through 
Permatang Pow to the south, the traffic has been more than 
doubled. The bridges over small streams have also been re- ‘ 
paired, and'overlarger streams new and more'substantial ones are 
being erected. ‘Iu the north of the Province, which district 
has hitherto been more destitute of good roads than other and 
more favoured localities, we are glad to learn that they are 
being as rapidly as possible put into a condition fitted for the 
increased traffic upon them, and now one can drive on a good 
road as far as the boundary pillar near the Muda, Such 
improvements as these will have the greatest effect in develop- 
ing the resources of the Province. 

We regret (says the same journal) to learn that the Maho- 
medan association under the leadership of Haji Ibrahim, of Tulo 
Ayer Tawar, to which we referred in our last issue, had been 
actually constituted at the time when we wrote. We are told 
that about 400 members were admitted last week, and that it 
was this society and not that at Tumbus which the Malays of 
Goar Kapa joined. We appear to have given offence to some 
of the Mahomedans by calling these associations “clubs,” which 
they appear to identify with the Chincse word Kongsi. We 
used their own term Jumaha at the beginning of our article, 
We believe that it properly means “Congregation ;” but 
Government very rightly objects to the formation of “ congre- 
gations ” numbering hundreds and even thousands, after the ex- 
amples we have had of the mauner in which associations, pro- 
fessedly religious, have been abused, and the tyranuy which in- 
one shape or another appears to be exercised by all Asiatic 
societies of the kind as soon as they become large aud powerful.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 


Tea.—Notwithstanding the disastrous outturn of late shipments to 
England, the markets in China have been but little affected. ‘The yield 
of Black teas is nearly exhausted, but late settlements by no means in- 
dicate the decline that might have been expected. Nor can it be said 
from present appearances that the opening of the markets for new teas 
will be much influenced by the heavy losses sustained of late by tea invest- 
ments, The clipper ships are being got ready as usual—the banks seem 
to be replenishing their treasuries for the customary advances, and it is 
difficult to detect at present any symptoms of such a disinelination on the 
part of exporters to operate, as will bring the teamen to anything like 
Teasonable terms. As for Green teas, a large business has been transacted 
during the fortaight, previous rates having been fuily maintained. 

Cantox.—Country Congou: Five chops Oonam have been settled 
during the fortnight at about same rates as those advised in the last, the 
stock, therefore, is now reduced to one chop. The new eeason Cunton- 
made teas continued to be talked of, but it would be premature to report 
on any of the musters that have as yet been shown, The following are 
the settlements of the fortnight :—Country Congous, 5 chops, Oonam at 
tls, 17 10 19; Canton Congous, 1 chop, refined Congou at tls 16; 
Scented Orange Pekoe, none; Scented Caper, 235 boxes at tls. 24;

Suancnat.—Owing to the continued unsatisfactory advices received 
from the home market there has been no inducement to purchiase Congous, 
and we have but little business to report. ‘To chops of common to fair 
black leaf have been taken at Tis. 15 10 20 (equal to 11d. to Is. 23d. per 
Ib.), and the arsival of three chops, from the river leaves us still with a 
stock of D0 chests.

Portion. Re-shipments have been 12,000 bf. chests, and the stock is 
estimated at 45,0U0 packages. 

Asor.— The presious small stock of Oolong has been further reduced 
to some 3,000 half-chests by settlements at about previous rates, while the 
same prices are asked for the small quantity remaining. No very reliable 
information has yet been received regarding the new crop teas, though 
the teamen confidently express little fear of interference in the transit 
through the country to this port. It is expected the first o.usters of Congou 
will arrive in five orsix weeks hegce, and that their quality will be betier 
than last season, should the weatfer continue as favourable as at present. 

Hankow.—The tea searon is closed, there being only ove chop left in 
stock. Total settlements and shipments, 372,600 chests, or 37,337,300 Ibs,, 
against 362,2U0 chests, or 85,320,700 Ibs., last year.

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Inptan Gatevaxces.—The plain truth about the grievances of Indian 
officers seems to have been told for the first in the House of Lords on 
Monday evening. After the great Bengal 
transfer the Administration of India to the Crown, and to cenvert the 
great armies of the old East India Company into armies of the Queen. 
‘Ai the same time a distinct and comprehensive promise was given that 
the officers of the Company's armies should be kept harmless as regarded 
their professional position, and should lose none of the advantages, allow- 
ances, or privileges to which they entitled. Now, the performance 
of that promise was almost an impossibility. Sir James Outram had pre- 
dicted tbat the attempt to fulfil it would be vain, and that it would not be 
in the power of any Government to carry out effectually the scheme of 
amalgamation and yct keep faith with the officers of the Indian Army. 
This is precisely what has happened. The Indian officers declare them- 

aggrieved, and bring their grievances before Parliament, appealing 
to the Parliamentary guarantee which they think has been violated. 
Ministers make the best defence they can, alleging, what is true enough, 
that they have endeavoured to satisfy everybody. But while Lord Duf- 
ferin could not really upset the case of the officers, Lord Cranworth and 
Lord Houghton hit the nail on the head by pointing out the impractica- 
bility of the promise. It was ** enormous,” said Lord Houghton it was 
“ most unfortunate,” said Lord Cranworth. But, whatever it be, there it 
is, The pledge was given, and must now be observed. Besides, though 
this accounts for the difficulties of the case, we are at a loss to see how the 
embarrassment could have been avoided, It is all very well to say that 























Ministers should have left themselves “unfettered” in’ accomplishing 60 
great a change without the offer of the guarantee now found so burden- 
some. 


Was it not simple justice to these Indian officers, who had done 
to tell them that they should suffer no harm? Could any 
/@ proposed to ‘subordinate private rights to a great public 
Policy ” without encountering immediate opposition? Was not the prin- 
ciple of compensation which we recognise in all cases peculiarly applicable 
to this case? After all, it is a question of compensation only, and, indeed, 
ultimately a question of money. 

Tue Paence Treaty with Jaran.—The letter of a French corres- 
pondent at Yokohama states that the Japanese Government has resolved 
to give effect to one of the articles of the French Treaty, hitherto a dead 
letter, which provides for the formation, under Governinent auspices, of a 
corps of Japanese interpreters of the French language.

The Second Chamber has been for these four days debating 
the constitution for the West Indies. The discussion is very 
unimportant and tiresome, in consequence of the fact (Mr. 
Rochusseu, M.P., avowed it himself) that none of the members 
knew much about these colonies. Without doubt the Bill will 
be voted with a large majority, so that the 650 electors of 
Surinam will soon have their Parliament and the full right 
of self-government. Some of the members were for the abandon- 
ment of thcso colonies, because they cost us every year several 
millions, and there is no chance that this state of things will 
improve. A largo body of the members, however, rejected 
this idea. 

Last Monday the Second Chamber voted (forty-four against 
six) the Bill fixing the sugar duties. Hence‘orward this article 
will furnish a revenue of 3,50C,000f. (minimum) per year— 
1,500,000f. more than the present minimum. In 1840 sugar 
furnished only 46,000f. Is it to be wondered that the 
refiners are indignant?

After the constitution for Curacao was passed by forty-eight 
votes against three, Parliament opened the debate upon the Bll 
to abolish the communal excises, I need not tell you thet 
much has already been said about this question, and it may be 
foreseen that the debates will last some days. Mr, van Zuylen 
opened the discussion from the Opposition benches. His speech 
was a veritable philippic against the Cabinet, and in particular 
against Mr. Betz. It seems that the Conservatives intend to 
fight a decisive battle oa this ground, and, if possible, to defeat 
the Cabinet and master tho position. 

It is difficult to predict what will be the fate of the Bill, So 
much seems certain, that, if passed, it will only be by a very 
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small majority. If it should be rejected, the Minister Betz will 
be obliged to resign, as the measure—the first of his proposed 
financial reforms—wus based upon the most prominent prin- 
ciple of his programme. But, even should this be the case, I 
do not sce itinevitable that Mr. Thorbecke also would be obliged 
to resign, the rather that a Conservative Cubinct is an impos- 
sibility. 

The First Chamber met on the 17th, and has till now been 
busy with an address of condolenca to the King on the death 
of the Queen Dowager. To-morrow they will begin to discuss 
tho medical laws, 

The Jast mail brought us the news that the house of Césard 
and Co, at Batavia and Nantes, had suspended payment with 
very considerable liabilities, It is impossible to say the exact 
amount, because our papers maintain entire silence in regard to 
this rumour, The fact that foreign journnls—and especially 
the Hamburg ones—named very exaggerated sums (forty to fifty 
Million guilders) forced the Hundelsblad to sry that the house 
had been brought into difficulty, but that all was arranged, the 
firm having been formed into a company (limited). I give you 
the rumour as it is published here. 

A concession has been granted to Messrs, Zwaan and van 
Veyningen for making a canal from Schveeningen--the well- 
known bathing-place, which is very wuch frequented iy this 
tropical weather (therm, eighty-seven degrees Falir)—t8 the 
Hagne.

Denmark, and the natives were supplied with Danish flags, 
which they hoisted with great demonstrations of joy.

HAMBURG, 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
May 23. 

Complaints are heard that at the Leipzig great Easter fair 
just concluded, business on the whole was in a depressed state. 
One of the principal articles for which this fair is justly ecle- 
brated is woollen cloth, great quantities of which are usually 
Dought for the United Siates, But at present that field is her- 
metically closed, nor is it expected that it will ever regain its 
former importance because during the war a great impetus has 
been given to the woollen trade, and numerous cloth manuf2c- 
tories have sprung up in the Northera States, which, though 
they make mostly worthless stuff out of shoddy, it will be dif- 
ficult for the Germans to compete with successfully, especially 
as long as the present tariff of high war-duties is enforced, 





which partake more of the nature of prohibition t than protec- 
tion. 

But, on the other hand, it is satisfactory to be able to report 
that the German cloth manufacturers are seriously turning 
their attention to finding other outlets for their produce, and 
especially in the Far East, for which great facilitics are now 
opened by the Prussian commercial treatics with China, 
Siam, and Japan, From the energy displayed by them in 
pushing this branch of trade, it even looks as if they were 
attempting to monopolise tho field for that very important 
article of manufacture.‘ Hitherto the Germans could never 
be persuaded to alter ,their old-fashioned joz-trot ways and 
adapt their machinery so as to turn out produce suited to the 
wauts and tastes of their customers ; but of late # great im- 
provotnont has taken place in that respect, and a healthy and 
energetic competition has sprung up among them, likely to lead 
to most favourable results, They now manufacture their cloth 
not only of greater width than formerly, but they pay more 
attention to the assortment of the colours,so as to suit the 
taste of buyers in the Eastern markets. 

Fars are another important article of trade at the fair of 
Leipzig, and the enormous extent of the transactions is but 
little known out of Germany. ‘The following particulars 
of the business done in peltrics at this last fair 
will give your readers some idea of this extensive branch 
of commerce. Two millions of American Bison skins changed 
hands, for which the prices paid were from 15 to 20 per cent. 
higher than lastyear. A hundred thousand Beaver skins were 
sold, fetching last year's prices to 15 per ceut. advance, and 
40,000 Red Foxes realised last year’s values. Of Russian Furs, 
enormous quantities have been sold, mostly at an advance. 
Ischinsky Ermines fetched 26 to 28 dollars per 40 skins, and 
Jakutzk do, 18 to 20 dollars, Squirrels were in great demand, 
and the following sales are officially reported :—

Prince 
Adalbert came down from Berlin to iaspect her, after which sho 
was paid off and put out of commission for tho present, as she 
must go into dock and undergo extensive repairs aud a thorough 
overhauling. 

Mr, Ferdinand Nisson, merchant at Ningpo, has been ap- 
pointed Vice-consul for the King of Sweden and Norway at 
that port, under the Consulate-General of Shanghai. 

Mr, Meyer, of Singapore, has been awarded the Hamburg 
Zoological Society’s silver medal for this year. 

Since the arrival of the last overland mail alarming reports 
are in circulation here of a Hamburg vessel, the Georg Andreas, 
belonging to Mr, Knauer, having been attacked by pirates in 
the China seas, the captain killed, the mate wounded, and a 
large part of the cargo on board (rice) stolen. ‘The arrival of 
the next mail from China is anxiously expected, as it will either 
bring a confirmation or refutation of the report.

THE TYCOON’S LAST RESOLVE. 

Tue tidings that the Trcooy’s Government prefers paying a 
monied indemnity to granting further facilities to trade, can 
excite no surprise. Such an alternative should never have been 
presented, but, on the contrary, the requirements both on one 
side and the other should have been etboiied in a positive and 
uncompromising demand. That we should have surrendered 
for s0 much silver, the opportunity of putting our trade on 
those waters on a more satisfactory basis, can now invoke only 
disappointment. What we demanded as an alternative was 
simply the practical concession of rights already guaranteed by 
treaty—the relief of fa trade harassed§by undue restrictions 
and Governmental exactions, This, rather thanthe mere acquisi- 
tion of additional open ports, is what British merchants trading 
with Japan desirc. Eveu as respects Hiogo, it is too appa- 
rent that the transfer thither of the Yokohama Custom House 
officials portends the establishment in its integrity of the 
same defensive and obstructive organisation elsewhere set up. 
It is even possible that Hiogo, from its vicinity to the great 
trading guilds, whose operations again are ruled by the Govern- 
ment of Yedo, would favour ayct more strict and harass- 
ing interferenco than that we now encounter; it being a 
prime political aim to control, not only the routes, but 
the supplies of trade. What is Hiogo tous unless we have 
free interconrse with the Western provinces, not only as buyers 
but sellers? In not compelling the fulfilment of at least the 
treaty rights in spirit as in letter, we have played with fatal 
facility into Japanese hands, thus appearing to endorse the plea 
that foreign trade, with rights given or promised to foreigners, 
really underlies present internal dissensions. We believe in 
nothing of the kind, although the foreign question has been 
made a watchword. There is presumptive evidence that the 
desire of more extended foreign intercourse which has taken 
root among the Duimios, capitalists, and merchants, is spreading 
downwards to meet and coalesce with the spirit of innovation, 
With the intrigues, rivalries, and jealousies of the Daimios, 
with combinations forming and re-forming among these feudal 
chieftains, with the constant interruption of those communica- 
tions on which men have a right to reckon, and with produc- 
tion and prices artificially limite—dadded to a central despotism 
exercised by private will, not by external appeals—a tendency to 
disturbance must be considered the chronic condition of Japan, 
Why, then, seeing that this plea is a mere evasion—an endeavour 
to maintain official regulations that turn exchange intorobbery— 
and that the changes brought about by foreign intercourse can 
do Japan no harm, neither working revolution nor destruction, has 
such deference been extended to the persistent violation of the 
rights of our own merchants, byan option given to keep or to with- 
hold ? With changes, political and industrial, ever present to the 
Japanese mind, why should our Government not] set about, 
even now, and on treaty grounds, placing business on a more 
satisfactory footing? Present Japanese policy will be continued 
to the end unless resolutely opposed. Manifold and compli- 
cated political internal relations constitute no excuse for 
governmental oversight of mercantile interests, We have by the 
Simonoseki demonstration strengthened the power of « Govern- 
ment possessing no fixed determinate principles: is this power 
to be turned against us? No better occasion could have been 





presented for intervention, no more promising opportunity to 
set our own terms. The Foreign Office must now make- 
its opportunity, taking its ground on treaty rights and the 
exigencies of trade. In liberating mercantile transactions from 
their present trammels, not only our own interests but those 
of Japan itself would be greatly advanced, and we should wit- 
ness a further influx of foreign capital, or at least larger returns 
on that already invested. At present, so far as relates to 
foreign trade, the modes of exertion are impeded by 80 
many obstacles of every kind that none of the resources 
of the country to this end can be depended upon beyond, given 
limits, designated by authority as efficient and certain. The dis- 
satisfaction of the people, even of the trading and commercial 
Daimios, is easily explained, for the large investments of the 
Government itself in trade, seeking not only to control but to 
appropriate the profits in this foreign business, has a pre~ 
judicial effect upon quantity if not quality ; whilst, so far 
as our merchants are concerned, profits are accompanied 
by disproportionate risks, and their calculations of supplies. 
of indigenous products at paying prices arbitrarily over- 
thrown. Silk is especially an article of growing demand, 
but the price even in Japan bas hitherto augmented in 
proportion to the supply, showing that the rates ruling in 
Europe, and not local prices, constitute the measure of the de- 
mand. We trust the Gorogio will speedily discover that the 
present settlement does not foreclose mercantile claims. The 
choice made—the absence of even the slightest concession to- 
trade—is calculated to increase mistrust, An incommensurate 
value is thus made to attach to the indemnity, and the new 
era which we had anticipated for trade with Japan indefinitely 
postponed. The Ministersof foreign Powers, our ownamongst the 
number, manifestly erred in effecting the arrangements, and, as 8 
consequence, mercantile interests have been sacrificed. A singu- 
larly clear light has thus been thrown on the merits of the much 
agitated question as to whether our Ambassadors should under- 
take commercial arrangements at all, or these be placed: 
within the province of what is now the least efficient of our 
administrative offices—the Board of Trade—and not within the 
sphere of the ForeignfOffice. 


SAN FRANCISCO AND CHINA TRADE. 

The value of the trade between San Francisco and China. 
may be stated at £22,000 per month, this sum not including a 
large amount of gold and silver bullion exported from San Fran- 
cisco. Overstocked markets at that port frequently experience 
essential relief from this trade, The Sandwich Islands, too, are 
thus now beginning to find their account in the advantages of 
position they possess, Vessels put up for China are enabled 
to obtain full cargoes at San Francisco, as portions of these 
cargoes are landed at Honolulu, and there replaced by products. 
commanding sale in China, As Honolulu is taken on the re- 
turn voyage, a corresponding exchange is effected, the Sandwich 
Islands supplying sugar and other articles suitable for the Cali- 
fornian market. The bullion and coin shipped from California 
for China is not simply to redress any balance in trade, or 
make United States payments in the Far East, but is exported 
as an article of merchandise which will allow of a satisfactory 
profit on its disposal at current rates to banks, individual specu- 
lators and Chinese brokers. In many months the amount ex- 
ported for this purpose fexceeds nine times the value of the 
actual trade between San Francisco and Hong Kong; last. 
month it reached £300,000. 








CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, LONDON; 
AND CHINA. 

The seventh ordinary annual meeting of the shareholders was held’ 
within the banking-house of the corporation, 52, Threadneedle-street, 
London, on Tuesday, the 16th of May, 1865. The meeting being con- 
stituted, the proceedings at the sixth ordinary annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the corporation were read, confirmed, and the following resolu- 
tion, proposed by the Cuainman, and seconded by D. Lannacu, Esq,. 
agreed to:— 

1. “That the record of the proceedings at the sixth annual meeting, 
as now read, be signed by the chairman and sealed with the seal of the 
corporation.” 

‘The directors’ report and general balance-sheet for the year ended SIst 
December, 1864, copies of which had been in the hands of the share- 
holders eighteen days previous to the meeting, were considered as. 
read, 

‘The CHatsman, in moving the adoption of the report, said that, as: 
compared with the same period last year, there was a total increase in the 
liabilities of £800,000, which was represented by the additional capitak 
created, and the addition made to the reserve fund. In the current ac- 
counts and fixed deposits there was an increase of £700,000, which he 
thought was a satisfactory evidence of the progress of the bank. The 
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Bills payable stood nearly at the same amount as last year. On the other 
side of the account there was in the coin, bullion, cash at bankers’, and 
money at call, an increase of a million and-a-half sterling, to the effect of 
which he would presently advert. He waseorry not to have a more satis- 
factory account to present, but it must be borne in. mind that the period 
through which they had just passed had been one of great trouble, anxiety, 
and reverses. It would be idle to attempt to conceal the fact that they 
had had heavy losses ; but they were of an exceptional character, and such 
‘as were not likely to occur again. They must not, therefore, draw from 
the results of the pact half-year any conclusions unfavourable to the future. 
‘They had had, during the same period, to contend with heavy mercantile 
failures, from some of which they had suffered; and besides, there had 
been the ditficulty of the continuous hizh rate of money, which bore very 
heavily on this bank; and, again, there was the necessity of increasing 
their reserves at all points. He had adverted to the increase of & million 
and a-half in bullion, cash at bankers’,and money at call ; that had 
arisen from the necessity which arose, in August last, when they saw the 
mischief that was threatening, to be prepared in time, and, accordingly, 
they determined to increase their reserve at all'points, and this, by causing 
the withdrawal of a larze portion of the working capital, diminished the 

ofits. During the greater part of the half-year they had never less than 
from £700,009 to £800,000 in cash here, to meet any emergency tisat 
might happen. The locking up of xo large an amount necessarily made 
the latter part of the year very unproductive. As regarded the losses that 
were likely to occur ia 1865, the position of the bank, he was happy to 
‘ay, was very satisfactory. In the present account all losses known at 
the time of the audit to have been made up to the December 3lst were 
included. In this way the loss arising from the failure of Buchanan, 
Hamilton, and Co., was provided for. Of the total estimated amount of 
that loss, amounting to £14 000, £4,090 had been already written off in 
Jast year's account, and, including the balance and other losses, it was be- 
lieved that a sum of £16.000 would cover alllikely to be incurred in 1865, 
which, considering the times they were passing through was, he sub- 
mitted, exceedingly moderate. The directors had to make the selection 
between safety and profit, and he had no doubt the proprietors would 
concur in the conclusion to which they arrived, that safety was to be con- 
sidered first, and profit upwards. (Near, hear.) But the result of their 
decision was that the diminished profit was compensated by the absence 
of heavy loss. In the current year he hoped the result would be more 
favourable, and that a fair average profit would be earned. As would be 
observed from the report, the directors had determined upon closing the 
Mauritius branch. This had been an unsatisfactory branch from first to 
last. They had persevered intrying to make it profitable, but had found 
that the gain was not in proportion to the risk incurred, and had there- 
fore decided upon closing the branch at the end of the year, As 
was also stated in the report, the board had decided upon 
closing tbe branches at Newera Ellia, and Tuticorin, which had only 
been opened as experiments, but they found could not be worked profit 
ably. Two of the directors, Messrs. Robinson and Stenhouse, having re- 
tired, the board had great pleasure in recommending Mr. J. M. Robert- 
son, one of the auditors, and Mr. E. J. Gilman, of the firta of Ashton 
and Co., of London, to fill the vacancies. Both of these gentlemen were 
eminently qualified by their experience in the commerce of the East, and 
by the high position they eld in the city of London, to represent the 
shareholders on this board. Following the usual practice, they had taken 
their seats at the board provisionally, but at an adjourned meeting for the 
Purpose their election would have to be confirmed by the proprietors, An 
‘auditor would have to be appointed in place of Mr. Robertson, and for 
this office the board recommended Mr. if J. Mackenzie, late of the firm 
of Dent and Co., of China. The meeting would be asked to vote an 
increased all owance to the chairman, whose almost entire time was re- 
quired to be given to the duties of the office. ‘The allowance proposed 
to the chairman was £1,000 a year. In conclusion he moved— 

2. “That the report of the directors, balance-sheet, and auditors’ 
report now presented to the meeting, be received, approved and adopted.” 

M Lanwnacn seconded the resolution.— Mr. BrovaitaM asked what 
dividend it was proposed to pay in July next?—The CHAIRMAN was not 
in a position to say positively, but everything was going on satisfactorily, 
and he had no doubt they would be satistied with the dividend that 
would be paid in July.—The motion was put and cerried unanimously. 

The following resolutions were proposed, by the CHatnaan, seconded 
Mr. D, Laawacs, and carried unanimously :— 

8. “ That Sir Frederick James Halli K.C.B., the director retiring 
from the board in rotation, be, and he is hereby, re-elected a director of 
this bank.” 

4. That Mr. John Smith, the present auditor, and Mr. James Joseph 
Mackenzie, late of the firm of Dent and Co., China, be, and they are 
hereby severally, appointed auditors of the company, and that their re- 
muneration be £10U sterling per_annum.” 

5. “That Messrs. Coleman, Turquand, Youngs and Co., public ac- 
countants, be employed to audit the accounts during the ensuing year, 







































in conjunction with the auditors already appointed. 

6. “ That having regard to the report of the directors submitted to this 
meeting, and with a view to increase the chairman's allowance to the 
sum of £1,000 per annum, the further sum of £500 per anaum be and the 
same is hereby granted, such allowance to take effect as from the first day 





of January las : d 
7. "That. this meeting do adjourn until Tuesday, the twenty-third 


day of May inst., at one o'clock in the afternoon precisely, for the pur- 
pose of electing two new directors in the place of Mr. (George Palmer 
Robinson and Mr. Thomas Stenhouse, who have resigned their seats as 
directors.’* 

The following resolution was proposed by Mr. Henry Watcut, 
seconded by Lieut.-Col. Pentey, and carried unanimously :— 

8. “That the thanks of this meeting are due and are hereby tendered to 
the chairman, the court of directors, and managers, for their attention 
to the interests of the corporation, as exhibited in the accounts now 
before the meeting.” 

At the adjourned meeting, held on the 23rd, Mr. James Murray 
Robertson and Mr. Ellis James Gilman were unanimously elected direc- 
tors in the room of Mr. G. P. Robinson and Mr. Thomas Stenhouse, 








resigned. The Chairman availed himself of the opportunity to state, for 
for the satisfaction of the meeting, that the failure of Messrs B. H. Cama. 
and Co., of which intelligence had that morning been received, would onl: 
cause a very trifling loss to the bank, owing to the precautions taken, and 
the timely warnings and orders sent to Bombay some months since, that 
the greatest caution was observed there and at other branches, and that 
neither by the failure of Messrs. Lindsay and Co., in China, nor by Messrs. 
Wilton, Ritchie, and Co., Ceylon, would the bank be sufferers; nor, 
indeed were they affected by any failures which had taken place since that 
of Buchanan, Hamilton, and Co. The Chairman further intimated that 
it was the intention of the board to prevent hereafter a re-transfer of shares. 
from the London to the Bombay register, it having been, found from ex- 
perience that this facility, which was not sanctioned by the deed of 
settlement, opened a door to abuses, and led to speculative operations and- 
fluctuations in the value of shares which the board was anxious to prevent 
as far as they could. 





THE ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

On the 22nd inst. the annual meeting was held, Sir R. Muacaison in 
the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the toast of the evening— The Royal 
Geographical Society,” connecting with it the names of Captain Mont- 
gomery, R.E., and Mr. Samuel Baker, to whom the gold medals of the 
society for the year had been awarded, He next gave “ Sir Rutherford 
Alcock,” dweiling upon the great public services he had rendered in the 
Empire of Japan, and upon fis having the true interests of geographical 
discovery at heart, 

Sir Rorurgrorp Atcock, replying to the compliment, observed that 
to some there might seem little affinity between the diplomatic service and 
geographical discovery, but to his cost he found there was a close affinity, 
for it was geographers who found out new lands and diplomatists who 
occupied them. His destiny now took him to China, and any fellow 
geographer who might visit him at Peking would always find a hearty 
welcome. 

The remaining toasts were “ the Lord Mayor of London,” given in 
complimentary terms from the chair; “the Chairman,” proposed b 
Lord Houghton; and “The Travellers in Distant Regions," with which 
the names of Dr. Livingstone, Mr. M'Dougal Stuart, Mr. Palgrave, and 
Vambery were connected. 

Amongst other remarks the Ciaraoaw said: In the huge empire of 
China and its dependencies what numerous journeys must yet be made to 
test the value of the recitals of Klaproth and other Chinese scholars re- 
specting regions not visited by Europeans since the days of Marco Polo, 
except in certain lines by Huc and Gabet, whose works, however inter- 
esting in other respects, have failed in affording us sound geographicat 
knowledge. Among the undescribed tracts dependent upon China is, 
for example, the great peninsula of the Korea lying between China 
proper and Japan. Twice conquered by the Japanese, the Koreans are 
now tributary to China; ingots, furs, and other articles being annually 
sent as tribute to Peking, with which capital they also keep up a trade in 
carts, which travel round the head of the great gulf of Leotung. With 
regard to other parts of Asia, I may first pointto New Guinea, and here 
express my thanks to Sir Charles Nicholson for having specially called 
our attention to the importance of extending a survey of the accessible 
parts of this vast but little known land, lying within a few hours’ sail of 
the eastern promontory of Australia. The next neglected country to 
which I would call your attention is the small group of the Philippines, 
consisting, according to Spanish estimate, of 400 inhabited islands, one of 
which is one-half largerthan Ireland, and the whole containing (exclusive 
of mountain negroes) a population of the Malayan race, amounting to 
5,000,000, very tolerably civilised and converted to Christianity. Con- 
cerning this mighty archipelago of the Philippines, which is within a 
couple of days’ steaming of China, of five days’ steaming of our own 
settlements, and with which, exclusive of the Indian trade, we carry on @ 
direct commerce of the annual value of above £2,500,000 there is not a 
single paper in our records. Finally, the empire of Japan remains for 
exploration, with its computed 30,000,000 of people, the most ingenious 
and industrious of all the nations of Asia next to the Chinese. 























THE SUEZ CANAL. 

The undersigned, delegates of the Chambers of Commerce to the 
Canal of Suez, after having examined the works already done, and taken 
into consideration the possibility of the enterprise, report :— 

« We started on the 7th inst. from Alexandria by railway for Cairo, where 
we remained until the morning of the 9th. We then proceeded by rail- 
way to Zagazig, where we embarked at nine o'clock a.m. in boats drawn. 
bay mules and cmels on the fresh-water canal made by Mehemet Ali, and 
arrived the same day at Telel-Kebir, a station of the company, 

“ On the 10th, in the morning, we continued our journey in the same- 
manner, and at noon we entered upon the fresh-water canal made by the 
company. At five o'clock pt. we arrived at Ismailia, the central station 
on the Suez Canal. 

‘The llth we remained at Ismailia to examine the works there, as- 
well as those of Serapium, the most elevated points of the isthmus, 

“The 12th we started from Ismailia by the sea canal in boats of small. 
draught drawn by mules and camels, We arrived at Kantara at 4 o'clock 
pat, having visited the important workshops and works of El Guiser and 
El Terdan. From this point, in many places, and for a length altogether- 
of 60 kilometres (about 36 miles), the canal is already excavated to its 
full width. ‘The portion previously traversed was only about one-third of 
the width proposed. 

“The 13th we left Kantara in the same way for Port Said. Twenty 
kilometres (12 miles) before reaching this place we found five small steam- 
boats, which"brought us to the Mediterranean. There we examined the 
piers in course of construction. 

“The 14th we remained at Port Said to visit the important buildings, 
workshops, and materials which the company possess in that town. 

“The 15th we returned by boat to Ismailia; and the 16th, in the 
morning, we started for Suez by the fresh-water canal in boats drawn by 
mules and camels, arriving at Suez in the evening. The two locks in- 
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tended to connect the sea canal with the fresh-water canal, in course of 
construction at Ismailia, are not yet finisbed, and a transhipment here is 
now necessary. A 

« Our passaye from the Mediterranean to the Red Sea was accom) lished 

in twenty-seven hours, as follows:—Eleven hours from Port Said to 
Ismailia, and sixteen hours thence to Suez. . 

“ A telegraphic wire extends the whole length of the canal, communi- 
cating with the wires of Cairo, Alexandria, and Suez. 

« During our voyage we had opportunity to observe the excavators and 
‘other machines used for digging the canal, All the works belonging to 
the company appeared to us built and equipped in a solid and permanent 
manner. In our opinion the construction of a ship-canal across the 
Isthmus is only a question of time and money. : 

“ We are informed that the company has already made contracts with 
various contractors for the completion of the ship canal by the Ist July, 
1868, without exceeding the actual capital, including therein the in- 
demnity due by the Egyptian Government under the award of the 
Emperor Napoleon IIT. : ea 

“During the whole of our trip we received the greatest hospitality from 
M. de Lesseps and the engineers of the company, and these gentlemen 
answered freely all the questions which we put to them. 

“Cairo, April 17, 1865.” (Signed by the Delegates. ) 


BULLION TABLES. 

A tabulated statement of the prices of Bullion in London, with 
amount shipped, and the Bank rates of discount at the date of the out- 
ward mails to the Far East throughout 1864, together with the corre~ 
sponding prices of bar dollars, and rate of exchange on London six 
months at Shanghai and Hong Kong at the date of the departure of the 
return mails in that period, has been issued by Mr. F. M. Page. From 
this document it appears that bar silver ruled highest on January 19th 
and 26th, the quotation being 5a. 2d. to 5s. 24d., and lowest on October 
19th and 26th, when the price was 5s. O2d. to 53. Ojd.; whilst, for 
Mexican dollars, these ruled highest on July 3rd and 10th, when the rate 
was 58. 4d. to 5s. 44d., and lowest on November 3rd and 10th, when the 
price was de, T11d. to 5s. 03d. ‘The highest price of dollars by the return | 
mail from Shanghai was on ‘March 8th, when they ruled 763, and of bar 
silver on April 22nd, when it was quoted at 111; the lowest quotation for 
the former occurring on July 4th, and for the jatter, March 25th.

under the title of “ Collection d*Objects d'Art de M. le Duc de Morny, 
by M. Albert Jacquemart, author of a well-known work on porcelain, 
beautifully illustrated by means of etchings by his son, M. Jules Jacque- 
mart, who is now engaged in producing, for the administration of the 
Louvre, a series of marvellous representations of the principal works in 
Tock crystal, agate, gold, and other metals in that museum. 

The Duke's cloisonnes enamelled works alone amount to about forty, 
and some of them are remarkably fine and of large size. Amongst the 
most choice are several large perfume burners and vases of great beauly ; 
& pair of remarkable pictures in coloured enamels, representing land and 
water scenery, wilh pagodas and junks, each three feet wide by more than 
two feet in height; a model junk of about the same dimensions, exe- 
cuted in ironwood with incrustations of jade, bronze, and enamels, There 
are eight objects of Chinese workmanship in rock crystal, four of which 
are of large size and rare execution. ‘The collection’ includes more than 
sixty objects in jade, some few of which are Fersian and Indian, but by 
far the greater number apparently Chinese, vases, screens, chimeras, or 
carved monsters, scepires, cups, boxes, and ornaments, The porcelain 
consists of upwards of sixty lo's, principally of old Chinese manufacture. 
Amongst the most remarkable items in this clas are two magnifi 
covered vases, which were formerly in the Palace of the Escurial 
‘more than fifty-one incheshigh. The specimens of celadon and crackling 
china are numerous and fine. ‘There are about fifty bronzes, more than 
half of which are Chinese, the rest Japanese, some very ancient and fine, 


‘two large vases of the latter kind, with ornamental handles, are encrusted 
with silver, 
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; and died in 1857. 


In addition to these, there are about a hundred pieces of lacquered 
ware, including some handsome cabinets and cheffoniers; a mandarin’s 
necklace, with heads of lapis-lazuli and coral, and pendants in rock crystal, 
mounted in gold; an amulet in carsed cornelian, with emerald green jade 
rings and large pearls; several albums and rolls containing Chinese 
paintings on silk and paper, and a mass of miscellaneous articles. 

‘Phe taste for Chinese wares has been somewhat satiated in London, but 
in Paris it reigns at present in full force.

‘rouvelot, each cocoon yielding about 1,500 yards, This insect is very 
hardy, being found throughout the Northern States and Canada; and, as 
it feeds upon the leaves of oak, maple, willow, and other common forest 
trees, may be reared easily in any part of the country. Mr. Trouvelot 
has gradually increased his stock from year to year by raising young from 
the exgs of the few individuals first eaptured, until he has at present seven 
waggon-loads of cocoons, the entire progeny of which he proposes to raise 
during the coming season. The first public notice of his experiments 
with this insect was given by Mr. Trouvelot at a meeting of the Institute 
of Technolozy, at Buston, about a year ago, when he exhibited specimens 
of silk maaut both natural-coloured and dyed.

Fraup on THe Baxx or Hrypustan.—A curious case of alleged 
fraud has been brought before the Lord Msyor, in which a Mr. Speltz, = 
merchant of Liverpool, was charged with having defrauded the Bank of 
Hindostan of the sum of £1,673, which they had advanced him on the 
collateral security of invoices of six cases of quinine, valued at nearly 
£2,000. The complaint was that these cases isiead of having 1,000 
ounces of quinine each, only held 250 ounces. The matter was compli- 
cated by the failure of a foreign house, of which the prisoner, it was ad- 
mitted, was an agent. The Lord Mayor remanded the case; but the 
prisoner, who had not an opportunity of entering on his defence, was 
allowed to tind bail. 

Cuinese Fuxerat.—A cart, containing the mortal remains of a 
Chinaman enclosed in a very handsome coffin, passed through Talbot on 
Thursday, preceded by a European underaker anda Chinaman, who 
scattered rmall slips of perforated paper along the road at every few 
yards. About 40 Chinamen followed. On arriving at the cemel 
where the grave had been prepared a little delay was caused, as the friends 
of the deceased considered it necessary that his body should lie soas to 
face the west, and the excavation had to be altered accordingly, After 
the coffin had been lowered Mr. Gore read the funeral service according 
to the form of the Protestant Church, deceased ‘having been converte 
to Christianity. ‘The grave having been filled in, deceased's friends broke 
food and scattered it on the ground and also spilt liquor. A live cock 
was brought to the ground by the mourners, and it was no doubt sacrificed 
at some ceremony on their return to the Chincse camp, whem a great 
feast had been prepared during the day. One of the most noticeable 
features was a huge porker roasted whole, the method being peculiar to 
the Chinese, who for this purpose build a high circular oven of stones 
and clay open at the top, in which, after it had been heated, the pig is 
suspended, ‘The aperture is then closely covered, and in the course of 
time the pig is done to a turn. No ceremony is considered complete 
by Chinamen without pork and crackers. —Ararat (Australia) Advertiser.

A letter from Flong Kong, dated March 31, relates the serious injustice 
wich is contemplated against officers on that station by the withdrawal of 
Indian allowances, The writer says:—* Nearly all the Indian troops 
have left, and things remain as they were; and the hopes of those inte. 
rested begin a little to revive. They trust that the authorities have seen 
aken into consideration 
that China is the most unhealthy, as well as the io-t expensive, station ia 
the world; and that it would be cruel to throw men on their private re- 
sources (which may be very small, or may be nil) when they have come 
so far and to such a climate undera different impression, But they cannot 
live on their pay here if it is put_on the same foo'ing as in Ceylon, as 
seems to have been proposed. Civilisms residing. in China are astounded 
at the idea, The salaries of clerks in mercantile and banking houses here 
have been raised lately with the prices of neces-aries, while the unfortunate 
British subaltern does not even now receive nearly as much as these very 
clerks, who have neither board nor lodzing to pay for. Should the re~ 
duction actually take place, it is hard to say what will be the result, One 
thing is ceriain, the junior ranks can barely live on their pay now, much 
less take the position to which by birth, education, and miliary rank thes 
are entitled among civilians, whose supply of dollars is almost unlimited. 
Neither can they afford those comforts which are positively necessary to 
health in this part of the world.”

HOUSE OF COMMONS, 
SINGAPORE. 

(May 17th.) Mr, Mrrcuettasked the Secretary of State for India whether, 
in the event of the transfer of Singapore from his department to that of the 
Colonies, full provision would be made for the continued employment of 
naval officers holding command under him in the Straits of Malacca,— 
Sir C. Woon was sorry to say that he did not understand the purport of 
the question. No naval officer, that he was aware of, held command at 
Singapore under the Government of India.—Mr. Mitcnett said the 
purport of his question was this: There were certain officers commanding 
vessels under the control of the Indian department at this moment in the 
Straits of Malacca, and their impression was that in the event of the 
transfer of Singapore to the Colonial department, their services would be 
altogether dispensed with, and they would be replaced by the Royal Navy. 
—Sir C. Woon promised to make inquiries, and reply at a later period.

‘The Directors beg to submit to the shareholders a general statement 
of the affairs of the company for the year ending 31st December, 1864. 

‘The net profits of the year, after defraying all expenses and pro- 
viding for losses, amount to £15,893. 12s. 11d., including a balance 
of £827, 118, 1d. brought forward from the accounts of the previous year, 
out of which the sum of £14,746. 5s. has already been paid as an interim 
dividend on the 20th August last, leaving a balance of £1,147. 7s. 11d., 
which it is proposed to carry forward. 

The Directors have to express their regret that the operations of this 
company daring the past year have not exhibited a more profitable result ; 
but taking into consideration the comparatively recent formation of the 
bank, and the gradual extension of the branches abroad, the peculiarly 
disorganised condition of commercial affairs in the latter part or the year 
1864, and the existence of a state of things specially calculated to em- 
barrass the successful working of the branches, it must be a source of 
satisfaction that the transactions of the year have resulted in a profit, that 
a solid footing has been acquired by the bank, and its business and con- 
nections further extended, 

The causes which acted prejudicially to the welfare of the bank were
